We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the 
various  funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Ossipee, 
New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1985  and 
have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  February  10,  1986. 
Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  government  auditing  standards  and  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  connection  with  our  examination,  we  also  (1) 
performed  tests  of  compliance  with  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Act  and  Regulations,  as  detailed  in  the  Commentary  on  the

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

1985 

For  1985,  emphasis  at  Ossipee  Public  Library  has  been 
on  the  improvement  of  library  services  for  library  users. 
Cataloging  the  older  books  already  in  the  library  and 
processing  new  additions  is  progressing  rapidly  because  of 
our  volunteer  typists,  Isabella  Clark  and  Lois  VanCor. 
Also,  a  new  card  catalog  has  been  placed  in  the  children's 
section,  and  a  reference  section  is  located  nearby. 
Another  aid  to  efficiency  is  our  new  library  aide  Nancy 
McQuade,  who  was  added  to  the  library  staff  in  July. 

Information  not  found  in  books  was  also  presented  by 
enjoyable  programs  during  the  year  for  both  children  and 
adults.  For  children,  the  library  provided  a  Summer  Read- 
ing Program  with  prizes,  in  which  171  books  were  read  by 
20  children;  weekly  story  hours  were  staffed  by  volunteers 
who  read  stories  and  made  crafts  for  a  total  of  177  children 
over  an  eight  week  period;  volunteers  for  the  story  hours 
were  Cher  Riley,  Isabella  Clark,  Leslie  Jorgenson  and 
Lorraine  Donovan.  Finally,  weekly  movies  were  shown  to 
a  total  of  187  children  by  volunteers  Ann  Lessard  and  Ruth 
Loring. 

Other  special  programs  for  the  children:  a  musical 
program  by  Colburn  and  Stuart,  an  art  program  by  Jane 
Podsen,  a  talk  illustrated  with  live  animals  from  the 
Squam  Lakes  Science  Center,  a  trip  to  a  rehearsal  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Music  Festival,  and  to  finish  our  summer 
activities,  a  puppet  show  by  Collette's  Puppets.  All 
programs  were  free  and  very  well  attended. 

Adults  were  not  forgotten  in  the  area  programs.  Phil 
Decelle  began  our  summer  schedule  with  a  talk  and  slides 
on  the  Wentworth  Era;  Niels  Nielsen  told  how  he  tried  to 
make  the  Old  Man  of  the  Mountains  last  longer;  and  Jere 
Daniell  presented  interesting  talks  on  small  town  images 
and  New  Hampshire  before  the  Revolution.  In  the  fall,  a 
five-part  reading  and  discussion  program  titled  "Not  for 
Children  Only"  took  place.  Attendance  was  very  good  and 
the  speakers  from  various  colleges  in  N.H.  were  very  in- 
teresting. 

Cooperation  with  Ossipee  Central  School  continued 
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with  several  groups  visiting  the  library  each  week  and 
signing  out  books.  Also,  small  kindergarten  groups  came 
to  the  library  for  story  hours  last  spring. 

A  newly  organized  group,  Friends  of  the  Ossipee 
Public  Library,  has  begun  and  has  already  helped  the 
library  by  holding  a  book  sale,  preparing  refreshments  for 
programs  and  decorating  the  library  for  Christmas. 

In  June,  Ossipee  Public  Library  trustees  applied  for  a 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Grant  which  will  con- 
struct a  second  exit,  a  ramp  for  handicapped  access  and 
renovate  the  downstairs  for  possible  use.  The  grant  was 
approved  and  will  soon  be  started. 

The  librarian  wishes  to  thank  the  following  volunteers 
whose  help  has  been  so  welcome  and  important  in  im- 
proving the  library  and  in  presenting  our  programs:  Betty 
Kennard,  Isabella  Clark,  Mary  Buswell,  Jean  Fletcher, 
Leslie  Jorgenson,  Ken  Perry,  Cher  Riley,  Lois  VanCor  and 
Fred  VanCor.  Also  Sylvia  Witherell,  Joan  Bishop,  Jane 
Hartnett,  Sheila  Brown,  Betty  Gunrud,  Chandler  McCarty, 
Tom  Conaty,  and  Jay  Wyman. 

The  support  and  encouragement  of  Ossipee  citizens, 
town  officials  and  library  trustees  are  much  appreciated 
by  the  librarian  and  staff  of  Ossipee  Public  Library.

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SELECTMEN'S  YEARLY  REVIEW 

The  year  1985  was  memorable  with  the  200th  birthday 
celebration  of  the  town.  Thanks  and  congratulations  to  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  for  a  job  well  done  and  the  many 
activities  provided  throughout  the  year. 

As  proposed  last  year,  1985  was  the  beginning  of  a  new 
project  under  the  program  of  Highway  Block  Grant.  These 
funds  were  used  for  two  projects. 

The  bridge  at  the  end  of  Dore  Street  was  completely 
redone  and  included  new  culverts,  new  approaches  and  the 
purchase  of  land  necessary  to  widen  the  road. 

The  second  project  was  the  initiation  of  widening  and 
resurfacing  on  Granite  Road.  Held  over  1985  funds  will  be 
used  to  complete  this  project.  1986  monies  will  fund  other 
projects  throughout  the  town. 

In  order  to  satisfy  the  State  and  obtain  the  necessary 
permits  for  the  incinerator,  test  wells  have  been  installed 
at  the  site.  Thanks  to  Warren  Witherell  and  the  other  com- 
mittee members  who  have  worked  hard  and  diligently  and 
made  many  trips  to  Concord  the  permits  have  been  receiv- 
ed and  bids  will  go  out  in  early  1986. 

The  front  of  the  Town  Hall  has  been  sided  and  future 
plans  include  siding  the  north  side  and  back. 

A  recreation  committee  was  appointed  for  the  use  and 
improvement  of  the  town  owned  land  on  Rte.  25.  The  town 
lost  the  availability  of  the  ball  field  in  West  Ossipee  and 
the  committee  is  working  on  building  a  ball  field  on  that 
lot. 

The  Selectmen  attempted  a  new  venture  this  year  with 
the  decision  to  hold  a  Land  Auction  to  dispose  of  Town 
Owned  Property.  Even  though  the  Land  Auction  required 
a  lot  more  time  and  work  the  results  were  extremely 
beneficial  to  the  town.  The  auction  operated  by  Sanders 
and  Mock  filled  the  Town  Hall  to  capacity.  The  success  of 
this  venture  combined  with  a  30% — 40%  increase  in  pro- 
perty transfers  reflects  the  rapid  growth  within  the  town. 
This  rate  of  growth  brings  a  need  for  stronger  rules  and 
regulations  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  town.  We  want 
to  thank  the  office  staff  for  the  way  they  handled  the  extra 
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work  created  by  the  Land  Auction.  The  job  was  well  done 
even  though  they  were  working  in  limited  space. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  the  surplus  funds  available  at 
this  time  from  the  land  sale  and  other  savings  could  be  us- 
ed to  alleviate  the  lack  of  office  space  at  the  Town  Hall.  We 
are  proposing  that  a  sum  of  money  be  put  into  Capital 
Reserve  with  its  usage  to  be  determined  based  upon  the 
result  of  the  planned  study. 

1985  was  highly  successful  and  we  want  to  thank  all 
those  who  contributed  and  gave  of  their  time  and  effort.

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REPORT  OF  OSSIPEE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Ossipee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town: 

The  year  1985  was  a  year  of  change  both  in  crime  and 
the  services  to  the  community. 

Crime  didn't  increase  in  severity  or  in  numbers.  1985 
saw  176  major  crimes  reported,  an  increase  of  one  over  the 
previous  year.  The  calls  most  frequently  answered  were 
accidents,  vandalism,  and  a  greater  number  of  juvenile 
cases,  again  as  past  years  the  calls  for  service  of  a  non 
emergency  nature  increased. 

There  was  one  fatal  motor  vehicle  accident,  but  most 
other  accident  calls  were  ones  of  non  injury,  or  not  too 
serious  injury  even  though  the  traffic  was  of  greater 
volume  than  ever  before. 

The  heavy  traffic  and  growth  in  the  area  have  changed 
the  demands  of  police  in  the  area  of  service  calls,  there  are 
now  more  attempts  to  locate  persons,  deliver  messages  to 
seasonal  homes  without  a  phone,  or  campgrounds,  assist 
the  ambulance,  rescue  squads,  and  fire  departments  in 
emergencies,  money  escorts,  assist  disabled  motorists, 
unlock  cars  and  homes  for  persons  misplacing  their  keys. 
During  the  hurricane  Gloria  scare,  the  police  and  Civil 
Defense  were  prepared  for  evacuation,  emergency 
shelter,  and  food. 

The  past  year  saw  the  police  very  active  in  the 
Bicentennial  events,  with  the  largest  being  the  three-day 
event  with  the  First  New  Hampshire  Militia  of 
Newmarket,  N.H.  encampment  in  Ossipee,  coupled  with  a 
large  cookout,  followed  by  a  gala  fireworks  display  over 
Lake  Ossipee. 

During  the  year  we  still  were  taking  fingerprints  of 
children  so  parents  could  have  a  record  tor  identification, 
and  doing  talks  at  school  on  safety. 

I  am  grateful  for  and  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to 
my  officers,  to  the  Town  Officials,  other  deparment  heads, 
and  the  citizens  of  Ossipee  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance  this  past  year.

1985  was  a  challenging  year  for  your  Planning  Board 

Subdivision  plans  submitted  for  consideration  this 
year  were  much  more  complex  than  in  previous  years. 
Considerably  more  field  work  was  required  before  a  deci- 
sion could  be  reached. 

An  equal  amount  of  time  was  spent  on  up-dating  our 
ten  year  old  subdivision  regulations  which  are  now 
virtually  obsolete.  Regulations  of  most  neighboring  towns 
were  secured  and  carefully  studied  for  possible  incorpora- 
tion in  our  regulations. 

In  a  recent  newspaper  article  on  Curt  Lunt,  Town 
Manager  of  Conway,  he  ends  the  interview  with  *  'Every 
issue  is  a  legal  issue".  This  year  your  Board  discovered 
just  how  true  that  statement  is.  In  spite  of  dedicated  work, 
our  progress  has  been  snail  slow.  We  hope  to  complete  our 
update  by  early  spring. 

This  year,  as  usual,  your  Planning  Board  was  well 
represented  at  the  annual  Law  Clinics  produced  by  the 
Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission.  These  clinics  take 
time  and  are  hardly  exciting  but  well  worth  the  effort  if 
they  help  your  Board  from  landing  our  town  in  a  disastrous 
law  suit.

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DOG  WARDEN  REPORT  - 1985 

On  May  1,  1985,  I  became  Dog  Officer  for  the  Town  of 
Ossipee.  It  has  been  a  learning  experience  for  me. 

I  have  found  that  it  is  not  always  the  dogs  that  are  the 
problem,  often  it  is  the  owners  that  truly  are  at  fault.  It  is 
very  disturbing  to  me  to  see  the  amount  of  abuse  some 
dogs  are  subject  to. 

Because  of  my  position,  I  feel  it  is  my  reponsibility  to 
find  good  homes  for  these  dogs  and  I  do  my  best  to  see  that 
this  is  accomplished. 

I  would  like  to  remind  everyone  that  Ossipee  has  a  Dog 
Ordinance  which  includes  the  following: 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  dog  to  run  at  large,  except 
when  accompanied  by  its  owner". 
Also  any  dog  that  will  be  3  months  old  on  or  before 
April  30th  must  be  licensed. 

Since  being  appointed  Dog  Warden  I  have  traveled  401 
miles  and  I  have  received  21  nuisance  complaints.  Two 
dogs  were  struck  by  vehicles  on  the  highway. 

A  total  of  18  stray  dogs  were  held  seven  days  or  longer. 
Sixteen  of  these  dogs  were  either  returned  to  their  owners 
or  placed  in  new  homes.  Only  two  were  destroyed.  One  dog 
died  accidently  by  hanging,  and  six  dogs  were  removed 
from  their  owners  because  of  mistreatment. 

I  hope  this  will  make  you  more  aware  of  your  respon- 
sibilities as  a  dog  owner.

In  1985  the  staff  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of 
Wolfeboro  and  Vicinity,  Inc.  made  1331  home  visits  to  123 
residents  of  Ossipee.  115  pre-school  children  received  ser- 
vices through  our  Child  Health  Program  while  42  school 
age  children  received  immunizations.  45  residents  attend- 
ed our  Flu  Immunization  Clinic. 

Home  Health  Services  are  provided  under  the  direct 
orders  of  each  clients  physician.  This  year  1013  nursing 
visits  and  315  physical  therapy  visits  were  made,  while  3 
home  health  aide  visits  were  made  under  our  contract  with 
the  Carroll  County  Health  and  Home  Care  Service.

Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens  Inc.  provides  a  variety  of 
services  to  meet  the  needs  of  many.  In  1976  the  Ossipee 
Meals-on-Wheels  program  began  providing  catered  meals 
to  twelve  Ossipee  residents.  In  1985  the  Meals-on-Wheels 
program  served  a  total  of  19,112  home  delivered  meals  to 
75  elderly  participants  residing  in  Ossipee,  Effingham, 
Tamworth  and  Freedom.  Included  in  that  total  are  frozen 
weekend  meals  which  are  provided  upon  request.  The 
Meals-on-Wheels  program  is  funded  through:  Title  XX, 
S.C.O.A.,  U.S.D.A.,  Towns,  and  client  donations.  In  addi- 
tion Congregate  Meals  are  served  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  of  each  week  at  the  Senior  Center  located  on 
Dore  Street.  3154  Congregate  Meals  were  prepared  in  1985. 

As  part  of  our  senior  program,  shopping,  medical  and 
recreational  trips  are  provided  by  use  of  our  15  passenger 
van. 

The  Visiting  Nurses  Association  utilizes  our  facility 
each  fall  for  a  flue  immunization  clinic,  and  the  nurse  is 
present  once  a  month  following  a  congregate  meal  for 
blood  pressure  readings. 

Ossipee  Concerned  Citizens  also  sponsors  the  Carroll 
County  W.I.C.  program,  which  during  the  past  year  suc- 
cessfully completed  a  transfer  from  a  manual  to  a  com- 
puterized voucher  issuance  system  without  the  loss  of  a 
single  client.  WIC  continues  to  remain  at  a  funding  level 
which  enables  us  to  provide  nutritional  counseling,  health 
screening,  and  supplemental  food  vouchers  to  750  preg- 
nant women,  infants  and  children  county-wide.  WIC  is 
funded  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Community  Development  for  the  Town  of  Ossipee  has 
become  an  integral  part  of  our  agency  over  the  past  few 
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years.  As  a  part  of  this  program  work  is  progressing  on  the 
housing  rehabilitation  project  on  Dore  Street  and  all  units 
will  be  completed  this  fall.  The  feasibility  grant  applica- 
tion was  successful  and  work  has  begun  on  The  Downtown 
Feasibility  Study.  Information  obtained  from  this  study 
will  be  used  to  develop  a  proposal  in  1986  for  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  funds  to  Revitalize  Downtown 
Center  Ossipee.  Other  Community  Development  activities 
include:  working  with  the  Ossipee  Public  Library  in 
developing  and  administration  of  a  library  grant  which 
was  approved  in  November,  and  working  with  the  recrea- 
tion committee  in  planning  for  the  development  of  the  pro- 
posed town  recreational  facility. 

Bicentennial  events  constituted  many  of  our  fundrais- 
ing  activities  in  1985.  We  are  proud  to  have  worked  with  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  in  its  efforts  to  provide  the 
residents  of  Ossipee  with  a  memory  filled  year  of  celebra- 
tion. The  New  England  Patriots  vs.  Ossipee  Allstars 
basketball  game,  the  Independence  Day  Fair,  and  the 
Christmas  fair  completed  our  list  of  fundraising  events  for 
the  year. 

As  our  agency  continues  to  expand  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  community,  our  Senior  Center  continues  to  shrink.  A 
major  goal  for  the  coming  year  will  be  to  initiate  a  fund- 
drive  to  raise  money  for  expansion  of  our  facility.  The 
board  of  directors  and  staff  of  OCC  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  our  appreciation  to  you  the  people  of  the  communi- 
ty for  providing  support  which  is  so  vital  to  our  success.

Almost  five  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Town  has 
assumed  ownership  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments. 
During  that  time  many  reasons  caused  us  to  seek 
improvements  while  maintaining  domestic  water  de- 
mands, as  well  as  fire  protection  needs  and  wastewater 
controls. 

We  therefore  are  pleased  to  announce  that  through  the 
five  years  we  have  been  able  to  function  without  any  rate 
increases  and  are  further  proposing  (no)  rate  increases 
for  1986  budget. 

During  1986  we  will  be  undertaking  projects  dealing 
with  controlling  corrosiveness  in  public  water  supplies. 
Also  continuing  improvements  and  control  presently 
started  at  the  Water  Reservoir. 

Your  Water/Sewer  Department  presently  has  one 
full-time  employee  (Supt.)  and  one  part-time  employee. 
The  Town  also  has  a  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  which 
may  review  plans  or  proposals  of  changes  or 
improvements,  and  other  areas,  as  well  as  advising  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  water  and  sewer  concerns  that  may 
arise. 

Your  Superintendent  takes  this  time  to  THANK  Town 
employees,  Citizens,  and  Customers  for  their  assistance 
throughout  the  year.

1985  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Selectmen  and  citizens  of  Ossipee: 

As  we  enter  our  seventh  year  of  operation,  we  can  look 
back  and  see  many  changes  that  have  occurred.  We  see 
changes  in  personnel  as  well  as  changes  in  equipment  and 
medical  techniques.  The  Bureau  of  Emergency  Medical 
Services  in  Concord  is  also  changing.  Regulations  and  re- 
quirements for  certification  are  becoming  stricter  and 
many  volunteers  are  finding  it  difficult  to  maintain  their 
status  as  emergency  medical  providers. 

The  Ossipee  Rescue  Squad  has  always  maintained  a 
good  active  roster  of  volunteer  providers,  most  of  whom 
are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians.  We  are  constantly 
upgrading  our  equipment  and  skills  to  allow  us  to  provide 
the  best  possible  emergency  care  to  the  people  we  serve. 

In  reviewing  the  figures  of  emergency  calls  for  1985, 
we  are  pleased  to  announce  a  decrease  of  about  18%  over 
1984  figures.  In  all  of  the  categories  listed  below  we  show  a 
drop  over  the  previous  year.  We  have,  however,  added  a 
new  category  to  this  year's  list.  Because  of  the  increased 
use  of  all  terrain  vehicles  (ATV)  and  the  serious  injuries 
encountered  we  felt  it  our  obligation  to  inform  the  public  of 
the  number  of  incidents  that  occurred. 

ATV's  are  growing  in  popularity  with  young  people  as 
well  as  adults.  Because  of  their  popularity  and  their  in- 
stability, serious  injuries  occurred  to  the  riders  as  a  result 
of  accidents.  Our  recommendation  to  any  operator  is  that 
they  be  completely  familiar  with  the  operation  of  the 
machine  and  especially  the  hazards  associated  with  them. 

The  dedication  of  my  fellow  officers  and  squad 
members  is  what  makes  our  squad  work  and  once  again  I 
extend  my  sincerest  thanks  to  them.

AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGERS 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced 
more  forest  fires  throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in 
the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were 
children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only 
with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with 
forest  fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden 
for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is 
the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has 
excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your 
assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state 
timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire 
Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible 
for  the  timber  tax  payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a 
change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest 
landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber 
tax  forms.
